RA (Limited Agriculture) 
RS (One-Family Dwelling) 
RT (Two-Family Dwelling) 

RM (Multiple Dwelling) except FM-1 (Fairview Multiple) 

AND 

Amendments to Section 2, Section 3 and Section 5 of the 
By-law and amendments to Section C of the HA-1 (Chinatown 
Historic Area) and HA-2 (Gastown Historic Area) District 
Schedules . 

In considering the application Council noted two memorandums 
from the Planning Department dated June 26, and 27, 1978, in which 
the Director of Planning proposed some minor amendments and pointed 
out certain typographical errors and omissions. 

Mr. B.J. Porter, the By-law Consultant, addressed the Council 
and explained the amendments proposed.
